Washington — The turning point in 


flood control legislation 
has 
come. 


President Coolidge has not only pre- 
vented the house of representatives 
from accepting hastily the measure 
passed by the 
senate but there 
is 


no doubt now that 
a veto 
will be 


forthcoming unless the pending bill is 
materially amended. 


There is reason to believe that there 


will not be enough votes in the house 
to over-ride a presidential veto. Poli- 
tics will come into play because the 
middle west is anxious that 
some- 


thing: be done at once to rehabilitate 
the entire Mississippi valley. 


f 
Mr. Coolidge has won much of his 


popularity in the east'by'the use of 
the veto power, whereas in the west 
he has earned considerable antagon- 
ism. The prospe-ct of a veto of the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill and a veto of the 
flood control bill is not "making things 
any easier for the regular Republic- 
ans in the middle west. 


HOOVER INHERITANCE 


Secretary Hoover has taken the po- 


sition that he believes in the Coolidge 
policies and he therefore will inherit 
any opposition that will arise from 
a veto of the McNary-Haugen and 
the flood control, bills. Former Gov- 
ernor Lowden is likely to • profit by 
any vetoes of President Coolidge be- 
cause it is assumed he would favor 
not only the McNary-Haugen bill but 
the flood control bill passed by the 
senate. 


Mr. Coqjidge is exorcized aver the. 


details and implications of- the flood 
control bill, arguing -that to place the 
entire burden on the federal govern- 
ment is unwise and that not 
enough 


safeguards 
have 
been 
provided 


against the possibilities of graft. Mr. 
Coolidge recognizes that a persistent 
fight in the press against what he 
considers an extortionate piece of leg- 
islation will in the end divide- con- 
gress so as to make impossible a two- 
thirds vote over his veto: The friends 
of flood control legislation rpalize also 
that if a deadlock develops between 
c'ongress and the chief executive and 
the issue is cast into the political 
arena, for the ret.t of the year noth- 
ing will be done at all 'toward 'flood 
prevention. Mr. Ooolidsc knows, too, 
that there is anxiety in the Mississip- 
pi valley and that as between a flood 
control bill amended to meet his point 
of view and no legislation at all, -the 
people will choose the former course. 


What the president objects to pri- 


marily is that if the federal govern- 
ment pays the entire blil, there will 
be no check on extravagance in con- 


''TJiection with the high prices demand- 


ed for local land. The precident also is 
insistent that the letting of contracts 
be under the supervision of the fed- 
cial government completely. 


SPECTACULAR FIGHT 


The fight is a most spectacular one 


because President Coolidge is ready 
to go the limit in denouncing those 
interests which he believes have been 
influencing- the pending 
legislation.

Birger was accompanied by Rabbi J 


R. Mazur of Kast St. Louis and sev- 
eral deputy sheriffs. He moved at an 
easy pace, stopping 
to shake hands 


with 
several 
persons 
on the way 


through the stockade to the gallows, a 
distance of 100 feet. 


The condemned man mounted the 


steps. 
Smiling, Phila Hanna, volun- 


teer hangman, who has participated in 
32 previous executions stepped to him 
while the rabbi read a prayer. They 
shook hands and conversed for a few- 
seconds. 


Birger nodded and closed his eyes 


m instant. Quickly the black cap w-as 
slipped over his head. Hanna stepped 
up and adjusted the noose. He step- 
ped back and the trap \vas sprung. 


Birger died without confessing his 


guilt other than to admit he was an 
accessory after the fact in the Adams 
murder. 


On the way to the 
gallows Birger 


lad stopped to thank tho wife of Jail- 
er Lovan for the kindness to him. As 
he mounted the scaffold he said loud- 
y: "Beautiful world." Singling out a 
'riend in the crowd he called "Well, 
food bye. Doc." 


Turning to the crowd Birger 
said 


'I have not a thing 
in the 
world 


against anybody. 
I 
forgive 
every- 


body. I was able to do that through 
his wonderful Jewish rabbi" and he 
pointed to Rabbi Mazur. 


With a quick gesture Birger turn- 


ed to the hangman 
and 
deputies. 


"Let's go!" he exclaimed. 
As they 


were adjusting the cap he said "Make 
it fast." Those were his last words.

smile. He wore a faultlessly-tailored 
brown suit, a bow tie of gleaming 
"brown silk, an ordinary collar, a stiff 
bosomed shirt with pearl studs, a gold 
signet ring on his right hand, one 
with a cloudy gray stone on his left 
hand and a pair of higli brown shoes 
that oddly enough, had enormously 
thick soles.

No More Holding Hands at 


Night on City's Lakeshore 
Property 


Neenah—Petting parties will have 


to be abandoned upon city property 
hereafter and couples will have 
to 


look elsewhere for a place to hold 
hands, according to a motion made by 
Alderman Louis Herziger at the "Wed- 
nesday evening meeting of the city 
souncil. 


Alderman Herziger's motion provid- 


sd for the 
drafting of an ordinance 


prohibiting so called "petting parties" 
at all times of the night on lakeshore 
property where citizens wish to go 
ivith their families to enjoy the lake 
breezes, especially during the summer 
evening hours. He pointed out where 
such parties are conducted 
on the 


park point drive way, at the east end 
of Nicolet-blvd and the east end of 
Wisconsin-ave. The attorney was in- 
structed to draw such an ordinance to 
be presented at the next council meet- 
ing. 


Two petitions, one from 
property 


owners on Winneconne-ave and 
the 


other from property owners on S. 
CommerciaJ-st,

streets be paved with sheet asphalt 
instead of cement, the material decid- 
ed upon at the last meeting by a ris- 
ing vote of property 
owners, were 


tabled and assessments authorized 
levied on cement work.

Two hearings conducted by the Rail- 


road Commission of Wisconsin in Ap- 
pleton and Neenah to ascertain the senti- 
ment of people toward the petition of the 
Wisconsin-Michigan Power Co. for per- 
•missitin to abandon its interurban electric 


' lines between Neenah and Kaukauna re- 


vealed very little real, sincere opposition 
to the power company's proposal. 
The 


- Post-Crescent does not wish to be placed 


• in the position of assuming it has pro- 


phe'tic powers, yet it feels secure in the 
prediction that the only course open to 
'the commission is to grant the petition 
: and permit the power company to cease 


operating interurban cars. 


Testimony introduced at the hearings 


by the power company's attorneys and 


• admissions of objectors to the petition 
.; must form the conclusion that the days 


of. electric interurban service, at least in 


„ this territory, are numbered. A few years 


ago, if the power company had proposed 
abandonment of its lines, thefe 
would 


• have been a veritable storm of protest 
from 
merchants, businessmen and citi- 


' vzens generally, but now it required spe- 


cial effort on the part of an' interested" 
few tb arouse even a feeble objection and 


• nearly all these objections .were on the 


basis of personal inconvenience rather 


. than on a claim of loss to .the community. 


The hearings developed that fair-mind- 


ed men realize it is manifestly unfair to 
. demand that a private enterprise provide 
' service to the public at a. loss to the en- 


• terpflse. ' ' Witnesses said they regretted 


\,r sincerely that it might be necessary to 


abandon the lines but they could riot con- 
scientiously insist on a service provided 


""" at a loss. 
, 
There was little or -no demand that in- 


terurban. service be maintained on 
the 


grounds of necessity and convenience to 
the public at large. The testimony clearly 
showed that people don't want to ride in 
electric cars, that they prefer and employ 
other means of transportation. 


Figures submitted by the petitioner's 


attorneys indicated that at least in one 
instance objectors to abandonment of the 
service have not given the power com- 


. . pany any indication that they propose' to 


support the lines if they arc retained. 
Among the objections' was a petition 


. signed by approximately 150 residents of 
a neighboring community and it was 
brought out in the hearing that only a 


" very few persons in that community use 
the car lines daily. While many persons 
'in that vicinity are transported daily they 


, prefer other transportation methods to 


the electric cars. 


A similar situation exists in other com- 


munities. While there still arc a few per- 
sons riding the electric cars it is not good 
business for the community to demand 
continuation of a 
service which 
has 


caused a deficit of more than $170,000 in 
five years for the convenience of an ever 
decreasing number. 


Every new purchase of an automobile 


decreases the number of potential users of 
the electric lines. It is not conceivable 
that there will be any increase in demand 
for electric interurban service in view of 
the increasing number of cars ; rather the 
situation of the electric lines steadily is 
Tjecoming worse. 


Abandonment of the car lines \\ill be a 


source of real regret to the communities 
in which they have played an important 
part and to which they contributed .ma- 
terially, but their passing is inevitable. 
Just a few months ago the Oshkosh-Ncc- 
nah line was abandoned and again the 
Post-Crescent ventures into the role of 
the prophet to say the time is not far off 
when the Green Bay-Kaukauna line will 
be given up and there will be no interur- 
ban service in the valley. 
The trend of 


transportation is away from .electric lines 
to the much more convenient gasoline 
-cars. 


Appleton, and other cities in which the 


matter of transportation is something of 
a problem and a matter of large public in- 
.lerest, can draw an important lesson from 


this situation. Transportation companies 
cannot afford to give service if they 
cannot make a profit and 
they.cannot 


make a profit if there is no restriction oT 
competition and there is a wide division 
of business. While as a general thing it is 


good public policy to set up or per- 


mit 
monopolies, yet in the matter of 


transportation the public good requires 
such restriction of competition as 
will 


assure transportation companies an ade- 
quate return for money invested 
and 


energy expended. 
It 
would be far 


better, it seems to us, to permit a trans- 
portation monopoly under proper super-/ 
vision than unregulated competition that 
will drive all agencies out of business. 


There always will be need for a 


systematic transportation system operat- 
ing on schedule, in all weather conditions 
and under almost any ci/cumstances. A 
system of that nature requires consider- 
able capital and considerable administra- 
tive ability but neither will be attracted 
unless there is assurance of stability and 
in most communities this stability 
can 


be assured only by a monopolistic fran- 
chise. Appleton, we think, can draw this 
lesson from our present transportation 
situation.

THE WHIPPING POST 


Judge Buffington, who presides over 


one of the United States Cir :uit Courts 
of Appeals on the 
Atlantic seaboard, 


points to professional criminals as a dis- 
tinct class not only operating as such, but 
weighing- all the hazards by business 
standards. "They make a study of the 
territory where they operate, and if the 
place is not encouraging to tl.cir business 
they keep away from it," in other words 
that the professional criminal class sizes 
up a. community in the same manner a 
manufacturer or a grocer might and 
judges it by the chances of success. Into 
the conclusion to enter or refrain 
from 


business in that community the criminal 
determines whether juries generally con- 
vict there, whether the law permits those 
interminable'delays so""delicious"to law 
breakers, whether the Board of Parole is 
soft and may be moved with a few easily 
shed tears, whether the governor is try- 
ing to establish a record a la "Ma" Fergu- 
son. 
. In speaking of bandits in particular and 
in relation to their operations in Dela- 
ware, the judge said : "Do you know what 
makes them keep away from sturdy'little 
Delaware? Why has she so few holdups 
down that way? Do you know why you 
don't hear of men robbing paymasters or 
going into banks and terrorizing the of- 
ficers and robbing them? The reason is 
that Delaware provides that a person 
guilty of such crimes, in addition to fines 
and 
imprisonment, 
is whipped with 


lashes." 


From a 
lifetime 
of observation the 


judge concluded that the disgrace and 
degradation of the public whipping post 
took from the criminal the happy jaunty 
manner posed for courtroom audiences 
and reduced him, in his mind at least, to 
a disgraceful situation. 


The whipping post may tend to deter 


criminals as the judge suggests, but it is 
clear that not merely the form of punish- 
ment but the fact and certainty of it is 
the greatest deterrent of crime. Certainly 
Wisconsin has as good a record in this 
regard as Delaware, and we have no 
whipping post. Though we are on the 
border of a state producing the most and 
the worst along criminal lines, Wisconsin 
has seldom become a haunt or rendezvous 
for them. 
They know the risks of their 


business in this state arc too high. Per- 
haps they have too many pals in 
out- 


prisons. If you invited them to come here 
to operate they would tell you that out- 
jurors understand them too well, that 
our courts wilL not 
permit 
delays 
as 


against the time when the public forgets. 


"ack of it all is the fact that the people 


of Wisconsin are sturdy morally as well 
as physically, impatient of the 
lounge- 


lizards who go to make up the criminal 
class, much too intelligent to be hood- 
winked with framed alibis or other arti- 
ficial defenses. As a result of maintaining 
this practical method of solving violations 
of the law the people arc reaping in their 
daily lives the harvest of orderliness that 
comes when criminals are put 
behind 


bars, the place where they bcloiv.

POSTAL CLERKS SHOW 


HIGH PROFICIENCY IN 


HANDLING OF MAIL 


APPLETON POST-CRESCENT 


143 LOCAL TEACHERS 


TO RETURN NEXT YEAR 


Only Three Errors in Handling 


of 125,000 Pieces of Mail 
Sets Record 


Handling *n average of more than 


125,000 pieces of outgoing mail per 
week with but three errors is the rec- 
ord established by local postal mail 
clerks. 


Each 
clerk 
must memorize 
the 


names of every postoffiee in Wiscon- 
sin and upper Michigan; be able to 
name every railroad junction in the 
territory; the time of arrival of each 
train into any village or city with a 
postoffiee and the number of trains 
that stop at that point; the quickest 
method of sending mail to any desti- 
nation at any time of the day. 


In addition the clerks must be able 


to distribute mail to ISO separation 
points without stopping to think about 
each one. 


"When outgoing mail arrives at the 


office it is distributed by the clerks 
into the separation case. This case 
contains ISO slots. 
Letters for cer- 


tain cities go in one slot, letters for a 
certain group of cities are placed m 
another find letters for different states 
also go into a different slot. 
There 


arc ISO such separations. 


Each clerk must be, able to tell at 


a glance into which slot a letter in- 
tended for a certain 
city must 
be 


placed. 


The mail is taken from separation 


boxes, tied in bundles and 
labeled, 


placed in pouches labeled for certain 
trains and taken to the train. On the 
train the railway mail clerk separates 
the various bundles that are to be 
dropped at each station. 


If a clerk places a letter in the 


wrong package the error is marked 
on the label and the labels are sent 
1o a central office where a record of 
the errors are kept. It is this report 
which shows that the Appleton clerks 
make but three errors per week. 


In addition to handling 125,000 pieces 


of outgoing mail per week the clerks 
handle about the same amount of in- 
coming mail. 


Each year the clerks must take an 


examination at which they distribute 
cards bearing the names of each post 
office in the state. There were 1125 
cards last year. -The clerk must know 
what separation bo3t each card must 
be placed in to insure the quickest pos- 
sible delivery. 


Last year the highest number of er- 


rors made by a. clerk was 10 and the 
smallest number three. Ten errors 
were made by one of the sub clerks 
learning the 
business. 
The 
clerks 


maintained an average of 43.3 cards 
per minute. All of the clerks displayed 
a 100 percent knowledge of connec- 
tions. That is, the time of arrival of 
mail trains in every post-office in the 
state. 


That Appleton teachers like their 


positions here is indicated in tlie re- 
port of Ben Rohan, city superintend- 
ent of schools, that about 143 of the

The total amount 
earned by the £ity in this way prob- 
ably is double that figure when all
